The ilclermintd npiril wilh which -we 
havr tipjioticil the tntnnliirlotm tif cimvirle 
tntti Ibc tuloiiy. ou^ht la sallfcfv (he 
wtrrkin^ ckumfe tknl I lit' oontluclorH uf 
thia jntimnl have mi winh In erto wagrA 
unduly tltsproaacH.. And 1ht T cnrntattican 
wilh which wc have deprccstort the im- 
nti^rutinn of ajltfiriTH nail ntot hnnifr., on 
thr irrtmnd that th™? (lnfiurlminU of in. 
iloalry are already aupgilit-tl to the full 
extent of the demand, nughl tu be ac- 
cepted aa a further proof lluit we are the 
workman's friend*. Hurl we ln-fn 
axlnated hy ilin* vir.l >l mutivrn aorl 
Uioac claaa preiitleetinna which some 
perwmH have imputed to us — hail 
we been more ntvdiniia of the interealN of 
employer! than rif the inlxrenU of the 
ttmployed — wc Nhnuld not hove Inheii 
ihcni* cotiises. We ahuuhl have UiKcn 
our aland with the pro-transiwrUtioniitii. 
We should have used all the influenre 
which beloDnrn to the wide circulation, of 
nur t iilumns, In adTotulinn a niiiitl tod 
plentiful iDtmdurtiun oflahourerHnf what- 
ever cianx. whether free or htind, whether 
nrtisjtttt or ploughmen, whether civilized 
or lavaor, whether British, or Cliincoe, or 
KindcHw, ur the eannilin] islantletB uf (he 
Pacific. Thai we have nol done ao, but 
juat the contrary, and have fhttfl provnked 
tho ill-feeling of thottv who would have 
cheap labour at oil h omt.(.. ou^hl. tt 
repent, to secure for im no xmull oiifi- 
denre on the part of working men. 

And in op pun inn hoth trnns[Ktrf utinn 
and Liidtjtcrimtnutc immiuration, we have 
lieeti tntfticticed by cttmprehctiMVe views 
of what is [rood fur lhc ctiminunily aj, u 
whole. Wc are eonvinced Ibai il in not 
eutuiintcnl arith the true interests of the 
colony tlial w»((es nhould In loo luw, tiny 
more Ihan that Ihcy shuuld Ire loo hu/h. 
In order thai moruj anil induntrioiiM mrn 
may he induced to cmiirrtttc frrtm the 
land nf their father* to this remote |>art 
of the world, they must have a fair pros- 
peel of bettering their condition, not tem- 
porarily, hut permanently : hoi merely as 
isnlnted individual", but an the present or 
fill nre heads of families. These proHju'tta 
have lieen held out In the humbler cLusc* 
or the United Kingdom, by the Kmigru- 
(iun (TommiMioncri and their aficnls, by 
the indefatigable momocrs ef tfe Coluni. 
utlion Society, by pgttltt L irrclurcrs. and 
by the joint efforts of thr Hrvtisb and the 
Colonial Preai. t)ti the Hiilh that these 
prtisiiectrt were held oul, nol fur sordid 
and deceptive purposes, bill in all honesty 
and truth, thtmenntle .if our fcllnw- 
subjeeU have left their native country, 
crossed the world of waters, and become 
denizens of Australia. We will be no 
puttee, to the diaappointmetit uf the it 
lu.pes. We will do al) I bat in un lien to 
tiecurc them a fair held, if aa favour : a 
fair day> wagea for a fair day's work ; 
and the right or pmaef utin^ their honefit 
pursuits free from the unjust and dogra- 
competition of felon-slavcti. 

JiiH while we wouldprotetl our labour- 
ing classes from IwinR injured by others, 
we are miioun to protect tbent from 
Ileitis injured by themselves. If any of 
them complain thai they have been 
hrutifihl to the colony by false promises, 
It i them beware that false promises 
do Rui lead them to forsake it. If 
they have not realised here those 
f ol. I, h dreams in which ibey had 
allowed their unafyinations 1o indulge, 
antl untler the influence of which 
they contented to emigrate, let 
them learn from the disappointment to be 
more cautiunn bow they indulge such 
dreams with regard to any other quarter 
uf this workingvday world. Tu vast 
numttera who wen doing well in these 
colunies, who were earning at least n 
contforlable livellhtvKl, such dreams have 
oflate proved signally disastrous. No 
disuppoinimonla, no hardnhips, they had 
encountered in Atutmlia »re to lie com- 
pared wilh the cruel disappoinmentB, the 
unutterable hardships, they have en- 
countered at ( 'alifurnitt. They came 
hitliir hoping they might in time acquire 

a moderate rompoloncc : they i on 

io the n-giona of gohl in the full eipec- 
tationn of grajiping at once a ttplcntlid 
fortune. Their disappointment here 
was the fruit of impaliencc. Though 
they h:id employment, which fed. rltithcd, 
ami lodged them, and which, by dint of 
frugality, would have enabled mint as il 
did enable many uf them to place money 
in the Saving*' Hank, they were disap- 
pointed because they kid tt. push their 
way in the world hy steps so toilsome 
and ao alow. Their diimppointmcnt ut 
California il the fruil of hupes the tnoat 
extravagant and preposteroui. Their 
mnciea had pictured rivers flu wing with 
gold. Their calculations had nettled it 
aa an arithmetical certainly, thai a few 
dips would enrich tliem for life. And 
what have dicy real teed ? With excep- 
tion* too insifrnineant to affect the general 
truth, they have reaped severe privatione, 
abject poverty, broken hearts, and. in 
many instance., araaling disease and tin - 
pitied death. These sad results hail 
been long foreseen by reflecting men. 
They are no w matters of undeniable 
fact . 

Those who are stdl so infatuated an to 
eon template emigration from these colo- 
nies to (California, would do well to 
ponder, deeply and calmly, on the facta 
and probabilities of the caw. Let them 
ennstder ho* many uf their [ure runners, 
in this deapernle race after au apnea 
focwwi, have Veen pliinged into the hog. 
of wreU-hedncu and deapair. Let them 
reflect that upon banding on that foreign 
shore. Ihcy wHU find thcnwlt ee iirangers 
in a ittaitgi- land, regarded hy the lawa 
of the country as o/Wt. incapable of 



holding liindiil property; and regarded 
by the citizen* of lhc country tut hateful 
intruder*, whum il is right to resist, and 

.ihi ■ upon, and keep dnivn, bv fair 

means or by foul. I^?l I hem rcmcmbsir that 
Ihe Americans, strugglirnr even antongal 
ti.einselve* in a madtlencd rtimpetition 
fot whittever iidvnntiigns their ncwlj.ac. 
. quired territory may hold out. are intole- 
\ rntit of any competition from foreigner! 
— most of all from that class of foreign- 
ers whom they have branded us '• Hyd. 
ncvite*." an epithet held ia the deepest 
odium and r.mlempl. What chance of 
fortune, what chance of mt>dcrntv sue-. 
cess, what chance of even a quiet and 
peaceable life, can vmtgnnl* from these 
shores e\|icct against odd« so fearful ? 
And hit il be home in mind, that these 
.Kills are every day becoming more and 
more formidable. The tide of migra- 
tion from the eaatern State* of the great 
republic is rushing onward with an la. 
creasing impetus. The strife will wai 
fiercer aa the arena hecomes more 
crowded, As again*! foreign inter- 
lopers, American jealousy, Ameri- 
can combination. and American 
[lower, will oppose a stronger and more 
insuperable harrier thun hris ever yet been 
en countered. 

Finally, we would earnestly impress 
upon the individuals In whom we are now 
linrticularly referring, lhal the chaotic 
confusion which has hitherto prevailed 
thro'tghout the regions of California, and 
which has certainly been favourable to 
outlandish adventurers, is fasi giving 
place In a settled of Jer of Ibings. The 
machinery of civil government has been 
organised and eel in motion ; tribunals 
id 'justice have been erected: local legis- 
lation wUl siiecdily ensue : the righta of 
the General Government, the right* of 
the Sovereign Kmie. and the rights ofthe 
private ciiiiPiw of the Hepublic, will he 
vigilant])- guarded and enforced : and 
upon none of these rights will foreigner* 
be allowed any longer to encroach. 

A respcctalde young man, who went 
uj San Francisco in the Inchihnan, and 
relumed to Sydney in the Spec, givci 
the following information I — He says that 
ihe misery and distress among I he labour- 
ing clause* in California is beyond de- 
scription. The wages were duwn to five 
dollars a duy, which waa scarcely stiffi. 
cient to nntinluin a man, while a family 
could nol Biibsi.i upon it. The prices 
wen— bread one dollar a lugf. weighing 
one pound and n quarter, and of very in. 
ferior quulily; beef, WJd. [wr Ib. ; mut. 
ton, very bad, Is. 3d. per Ib. ; Salt pork, 
Is. jitr lb. : eggs, a dollar each ; potatoes, 
a dollar per lb. During the month he 
was in California the only vegetable he 
saw was one cabbage, and for that three 
dollars was obtained. Kirc-wood was 
seven dollars a cord, which a nun could 
easily carry. The living at the lodging 
houses, where eighteen dollars h week 
was charged, won of Ihe coarsest descrip. 
tion. merely biscuit and meal ; nn vege- 
tables, Large numbers of people died, 
uf whom no notice whatever was taken, 
anil his impression was that one half of 
the passengers by the luchinnan died 
, from sickness and want. Hundreds of 
persons in the hint stage of discaac were 
I tu he seen wandering about the afreets, 
i not knowing where to lay their heads. 
The wet weather had ael in 
rather earlier than usual, a d 
people were coming in from the 
mine* in large numbers, and where one 
had obtained gold tit any large quantity, 
hundreds bad not procured enough to 
pay their expciwei. It wa» impossible 
to get supplies up to the mining districts, 
the titers being so high ; and food had 
arrived al famine prices. l*olk waa a 
dollar a pound, and rice twn dollars. 
These atalemcnt* can be verified by 
several of the paitsergers by the Spec ; 
□nd we are informed thai hundred., of 
those who left Sydney during the 
past year were banging about the beach 
al San Francisco, bitterly lamenting they 
had ever been persuaded to visit the 
"gold country," and anxioualy waiting 
for an opportunity of working their pa* 
s;ige back again.
